LAKE DISASTERS. 


The Lives Lo&t, Vessels Wrecked and 
Damaged This Year. 


CHICAGO, 
NOV. 
26.—The 
recent 
storms have practically put a stop to 
navigation for the season of 1886. 


So far this season thirty-three vessels 
have been driven on shore or foundered 
with more or less loss. 


Twelve vessels are total losses and 
represent a total value of nearly $500,- 
000 in vessel property. 
The cargoes 
probably double that amount. 
In all 
forty-one sailors have lost their lives by 
the wrecking of vessel on the lakes this 
season.

Mrs. Laura Suttenfield died at the 
residence of her son-in-law, Mr. M. F. 
Barbour, yesterday morning at 6 o'clock, 
having attained the ripe old age of nine- 
ty-one year». Tho venerable lady has 
been decling of late years. 
It was the 
gradual wearing out of a great constitu- 
tion and indomitable will power strength- 
ened by the hardships of early life, Mrs. 
Suttenfield was one of the few to see 
Port Wayne grow up from a wilderness 
or trading point to a great city. 
She 
knew every important and noteworthy 
event in our early history, enjoyed the 
acquaintance of the great soldiers and 
pioneers of primeval Fort Wayne, and 
her mind was stored with recollections of 
pioneer life. She was dearly beloved by 
all who had the pleasure and honor to 
know her, and many a silent tear will 
drop for the noble. Christian woman, 
now gone to her reward in heaven. 


In Brice's oketch of early pioneers 
Mrs. Suttenfield is thus 
spoken of 
"But few of the pioneer mothers of Fort 
Wayne still survive among us to tell the 
adventures of the past, one of whom 
Mrs. Laura Suttenfield. 
Mrs. Sutten 
field was born in the city of Bosto 
1795, and as the reader will already 
have seen cam to Fort Wayne as early 
as 1814, by way of the St. Mary's river 
then much navigated by "flats." 
It 
was soon after the arrival of herself and 
husband here with some friends, that 
the old fort, built by General Wayne, in 
1794, was removed and a new one erected 
on the sight of the old one, by order of 
Major Whistler, in the building of which 
her husband took an active part. 
From 
the time of her first arrival her, she, 
with others, made the fort their home 
and continued to reside in the garrison 
several years after. 
Ever attentive aud 
amiable in her disposition, she early 
won the esteem not only of those within 
the garrison, but strangers visiting the 
garrison, then so famous in the north- 
west, and her recollections of the brave 
men who participated in the struggles 
of those early times are ever clear and 
interesting, as many can well attest 
among us to-day. Indeed, during many 
years past, if any question of special im- 
port came up for consideration about 
which any doubts were entertained as to 
the accuracy of date, name, etc.. as one 
of the early pioneers of Fort Wayne 
once remarked to the writer, an appeal 
was at once had to the memory of Mrs. 
Suttenfield, and all felt confident and 
satisfied when she gave her decision on 
the point under consideration. 
Such 
was her memory in other days, and a 
few moments conversation with her upon 
early pioneer life in the west, at her 
present advanced age, will be sufficient 
evidence of her wonderful memory. 
Her husband, Col. Wm. Suttenfield, 
who has now been dead some years, was 
a mo^t pai*riotic, kind hearted man. 
For some time after his removal to this 
point he was a non-commitsioned officer 
of the fort here. 
At an early period of 
the struggles in the west he was engaged 
in the recruiting service, and for many 
months after his arrival here he was 
mainly employed in bringing provisions 
and other articles needed by the garri- 
son from Piqua and other points on 
pack horses, and usually had three or 
four men to accompany and aid him in 
in his perilous and burdensome duties 
back and forth to the settlements. 
Be- 
ing snort and slender of form and very 
active on foot, he would often say the 
Indians couldn't catch him and that he 
was not afraid of them. 
And, uurxng 
the period of his recruiting service, in 
his labors as 
superintendent of t,ne 
"packs" and general provision contrac- 
tor for the fort here, he was long and 
early a most serviceable man to his 
country and the little band of settl ers 
and sojourners at Fort Wayne at 1;he 
early period to which this sketch more 
especially refers. 
The first house, a 
substantial log edifice, that was built in 
what is now the "old plat," was erected 
by Colonel Suttenfield, at the northwest 
corner of Barr and Columbia streets, 
just opposite the grocery store of T. B. 
Hedekin, in which Mr. Suttenfield and 
and family resided for many years after 
its erection, and were ever esteemed for 
their many kindly traits of character. 
In view of the vast improvement that 
has taken place, within a few years, in 
what to her and others of the early pion- 
eers here, was an uncultivated field, 
strewn with vast quantities of under- 
brush, with occcasional timber, know- 
ing aud known by every one in the re- 
gion, Mrs. Suttenfield now finds herself 
in the opposite extreme, and says she 
'knows no one now, and bat few know 


her' among the great throng of new 
comers in and about Fort Wayne; while 
the immense improvement in building 
general culture and industrial pursuits 
have conspired to surround her with 
busy air an tread that 


Tell no more of those primitive days. 
And cheery pioneer ways, 
wherein, but a few years since she min 
gled so hopefully and free." 


Mrs. Snttenfield's funeral will occur 
to-morrow afternoon at 2 o'clock, from 
the residence of Mr. Barbour, on East 
Berry street.

Uncle Sam Nabs Him 
for Tiolation 
of the Internal Revenue Law— 
A Hard Case Against 
Him. 


Deputy United States Marshal Wil- 
kinson yesterday received an indictment 
fresh from the federal grand jury at In- 
dianapolis authorizing the arrest of Mike 
Wickliffe for violating the internal law. 
The charge is that he sold spirituous 
liquors at the Oliver house, and not hav- 
ing the special internal revenue license 
therefor, he was nabbed.

Ohio man now produces 450,000 feet of 
gas from a barrel of coal oil by means of 
a powerful electric machine. 
The resi- 
due of the barrel of oil is worth more for 
lubricating and other purposes than it 
cost. 


The advance sale of seats for "Prince

milra per month.

Such engines are 
comparatively useless with the heavy 
trains of to-day, and Superintendent 
Barnes is putting smaller wheels under 
the engines, so that they may be put to 
service that will wear them out.
